ONTRARY to what might be expected by parents who live 
.in the city in the judgment of the departments of super- 
intendence of the National Education' Association, which 


met last week at Atlantic City, it is still the rural school which pre- 
sents in this country the biggest educational problem. 


Rural school service is unattractive to teachers for 
reasons 


both ovious and'important. Such schools are seldom sufficiently 
equipped for effective work, and it. is always difficult to get for 
them the necessary equipment even when the lack of it is apparent. 
Consequently, for their teachers these schools must depend on 
ivhat is left after the more desirable positions in the towns and 
cities have been filled. 
' 


In .point of fact it is precisely the rural school that needs the 


best teacher, for here the educational problem, is more complicated 
thin it may seem ou the surface. But the rural sctiool can not 
hope to compete with the city school in the securing of competent 
teachers.

The remedy suggested by the educational authorities at Atlan- 


tic City is deserving of consideration. 
They waste no time in 


censuring the teacher; they admit that under the present adverse 
'circumstances the rural teacher has nobly done her work. Our cd- 
ucitors are inclined to the opinion1 that the improvement of the 
rural school is a responsibility which the city folk must share with 
the country people. For in these days when individuals seldom 
spend the rest of their days in the community which educated them, 
this matter of education becomes increasingly a question of more 
than local responsibility.
